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Forgotten  heroes 

On  the  six-month  anniversary  of  the  Sept.  11  attack  on  our  way  of  life,  justice 
demands  that  we  acknowledge  an  overlooked  hero:  the  businessman. 


Fittingly,  in  the  wake  of  Sept,  11.  there  has 
been  n  growing  appreciation  of  Ihe  vilal  impor- 
tance of  our  police  and  our  military  in  defend-, 
ing  us  against  attack. 

But  Ihc  terrorist  assaults  should  have  also 
underscored  Ihe  crucial  role  of  another  group  ol 
American  heroes.  The  deeds  of  those  individu- 
al, unfortunately,  continue  lo  go  unrecognized. 

Remember  that  as  admirable  as  our  men  in 
uiuform  are.  (ve  would  be  better  off  if  their 
courage  were  not  needed~i,e..  if  there  were  no 
criminals  lo  jail  or  foreign  aggressors  lo  defeat. 
Their  actions  derive  meaning  from  the  values 
they  dedicate  themselves  lo  ptolccling— the 
values  commonly  described  as  the  "American 
way  of  lile,"  But  what  is  Ihal  exactly — and  who 
is  responsible  for  creating  il? 

To  those  who  have  caught  even  a  glimpse 
ol  dail)!  life  in  Afghanistan,  the  contrast  to  life  in 
Ihe  United  Slates  is  shocking.  In  that  primitive 
counlty  there  are  few  cars  or  paved  roads,  no 
shopping  malls  or  bountiful  grocery  stores,  vir- 
tually no  high-rises,  little  in  the  way  ol  enler- 
lainmenl — be  it  television  or  movie  theaters  or 
conceri  halls— few  hospitals,  no  high-tech 
devices.  What  there  is.  m  abundance,  is  the 
back-breaking  labor  of  a  subhuman  existence. 
Unlike  America.  Afghanistan  has  scant  material 
weolth  and  virtually  no  induslnalizalion. 

Why?  What  explains  this  lack?  Only  one 
factor  the  absence  of  freedom, 

Afghanistan  has  been  a  country  without 
liberty.  Its  citiiens  had  no  right  lo  Ihirik  lor 


themselves:  their  "thoughts"  were  dictated  by 
theTaliban.Theyhadnoright  topKjperly:  what 
meager  goods  they  managed  to  produce  was 
loot  lor  the  nearest  warlord.  They  had  no  right 
to  pursue  their  own  happiness;  their  lives  were 
supposed  lo  belong  to  God  and  to  the  stale. 

The  American  way  of  life  is.  fundamental- 
ly, a  life  of  individual  liberty.  Devoid  of  the  free- 
dom that  America's  men  in  uniform  safeguard. 
Afghanistan  lacked  the  type  of  person  who 
flourishes  under  freedom:  the  businessman.  It  is 
the  free  mind  of  Ihe  businessman  thai  raises  the 
capital  and  creates  Ihe  methods  by  which  Ihe 
discoveries  of  science  are  transformed  mto  com- 
mercial products. 

It  is  the  businessman  ivho  invents  assem- 
bly-line production  and  turns  the  alitomobile 
from  a  curiosity  lo  a  necessity,  11  is  the  business- 
man who  figures  oul  how  lo  deploy  the  latest 
discovery  in  chemistry  into  a  fertilizer  that 
boosts  agriculhiral  yields.  It  is  the  businessman 
who  coordinales  and  directs  vast  amounts  of 
capital  and  labor  in  order  lo  build  transconti- 
nental railways,  colossal  dams,  occan-hopping 
passenger  planes  and  electrical  generating  sta- 
tions. 1 1  is  the  businessman  who  is  among  the 
first  to  recognize  the  value  of  innovatioi\s, 
patiently  waiting  for  others  lo  sec  what  he  has 
seen— and  so  builds  a  Microsoft,  which  raises 
everyone's  standard  of  living. 

The  businessman  is  the  one  who  devotes 
his  mind  to  producing  wealth.  The  businessman 
is  the  creator  of  the  American  way  of  life— a  life 
of  prosperity  and  progress  made  possible  by 


freedom.  Without  his  present  and  past  actions, 
our  daily  lives  would  resemble  the  dismal  exis- 
tence of  the  Afghoius, 

The  terrorists,  who  m  their  words  'love 
death  like  Americans  love  life,"  understand  the 
connection  of  business  lo  life.  Thai  is  why  they 
struck  at  the  symbols  of  commercial  success:  the 
skyscrapers  of  Ihc  World  Trade  Center,  Il  is  lime 
ive  grasp  that  same  connection. 

Rather  than  denounce  businessmen  when- 
ever the  pricc'of  gasoline  rises  (and,  when  it 
falls,  take  that  as  proof  that  Ihe  price  was  too 
high  in  the  hrst  place)— ralher  than  habitually 
casi  busmessmen  as  the  villains  in  our  TV 
shows  and  movies — rather  than  smear  all  busi- 
nessmen for  the  dishonesty  of  a  few  who  want 
to  get  rich  not  by  production,  but  by  fraud — we 
should  praise  the  producers. 

The  attacks  of  Sept.  11  have  made  people 
more  acutely  aware  of  the  value  of  Ihe 
American  way  of  hie — and  of  those  who  defend 
it.  But  Ihe  many  businessmen  who  perished  on 
that  dale,  and  their  thousands  of  brothers-in- 
spirit who  survived,  are  the  men  who  make  that 
way  of  life  a  daily  reality.

WEST  LAFAVETTE,  Ind,  |PU 
News)  —  Purdue  University 
police  are  investigating  thefts 
over  the  past  10  days  ol  more 
than  $37,000  in  computer  equip- 
ment from  two  engineering 
buildings  and  more  than  S2,O00 
in  concession  equipment  from 
Lambert  Field  ho  use. 

"Someone  knows  about  these 
thefts,"  said  Ron  Fosnaugh,  cap- 
lain  of  Purdue  Police  Special 
Services.  "Now  that  everyone  is 
back  from  spring  break,  we  are 
asking  people  lo  be  aware  of 


recovery  of  property  and  the 
arrest  of  the  pwoplc  responsible." 

Fosnaugh  said  the  thefts  from 
Lambert  included  various  con- 
cessions and  a  hot  dog  grillcr 
and  nacho  cheese  machine, 
items  that  should  capture  atten- 
tion if  seen  on  or  around  cam- 
pus. Police  estimate  the  value  of 
properly  reported  slolen  at  52,275. 

Computer  equipment  was 
stolen  from  two  adjacent  facili- 
ties, the  Mechanical  Engineering 


and  Electrical  Engineering 
Buildings,  during  spring  break. 

Seven  IBM  Pentium  laptop 
computers  and  two  Eip  dnves.

March  8,  from  a  locked  metal 
cabinet  in  Room  263  of  Ihe 
Mechanical  Engineering 
Building.  There  were  no  signs  ol 
forced  cnlry,  Fosnaugh  said. 

On  Sunday,  March  10,  police 
on  patrol  discovered  tnat  a 
heavy-gauge  wire  security  win- 
dow screen  had  been  cut  at  a

Once  pack  in  the  studio,  tfie  band 
used  a  variety  of  ii«tru(nents.  many  which 
likely  have  not  been  heard  previously  by 
Rusted  Root  lis  tenets. 

"John  Buynak  went  crazy  on  the  elec- 
tric guitars.'  Glabicki  said.  "He  just  pul 
them  throurfi  all  of  these  weird  pedals. 
kind  of  like  Stevie  Wander," 

Another  aspect  of  recording 
"Welcome  to  My  Parly"  that  was  different 
from  other  Rusted  Root  albums  was  the 
presence  of  a  digitalized  rhytJimic  section, 
such  as  the  one  present  on  the  "People  of 
My  Village"  tract. 

"My  favorite  track  to  perform  live  is 
probably  'Blue  Diamonds,  It  is  a  ballad 
that  hits  vou.  There  is  a  lot  of  depth  to  that 
song,"  Wertz  said, 

"Blue  Diamonds."  pertains  to  an  inci- 
dent from  Glabicki's  past. 

"When  I  was  two  and  a  half  years  old, 
I  was  hit  by  a  car,  and  in  my  unconscious- 
ness, I  met  ttiis  sort  of  being  and  she's  been 
with  me  ever  since.  We'd  sort  of  have  that 
kind  of  deal  where  she's  gomg  lo  stick 
around.  It's  kind  of  a  love  song  about  thai. 


A  love  song  at>out  an  angel,'  Glabicki  said. 

With  such  interesting  stories  lo  inspire 
equally  interesting  songs,  the  members  of 
Rusted  Root  said  thai  Ihey  Rnd  it  hamd  to 
describe  the  kind  of  music  they  make. 

Glabicki  said.  'Us  our  music.  It  is 
hard  ID  categorize  because  it  is  our  vibe 
that  sets  the  lone  for  the  vibe  of  the  music."   ■ 

Currently,  Rusted  Root  said  they  see 
the  music  industry'  as  being  very  fragment- 
ed. However,  thai  does  not  mean  thai  thcv 
do  not  bebeve  tfial  the  music  industry  iviil 
eventually  change. 

"Every  couple  of. years,  there  is  a  tide 
in  music,"  \Strtz  said.  'l  think  ive  are  com- 
ing close  lo  a  new  musical  tide  because 
there  IS  |U5t  so  much  out  there.  There  are  so 
many  great  acts  as  well  as  some  stuff  that  is 
just  fluff." 

Whatever  the  case,  the  members  of 
Rusted  Root  said  that  they  hope  to  be  at  the 
crest  of  Ihe  new  musical  lidal  wave  thai 
they  believe  wilt  wash  over  Ihe  music 
industry  in  the  near  future. 

Rusled  Root  currently  plans  lo  tour 
extensively  in  the  spring  and  throughout 
the  summer.

Timeless  poetry  powerful  in  beauty,  relevancy

Poet  Yevgeny  Ycvtushenko 
will  be  ptescniing  "The  Best  of 
the  Best  in  Walb  Student  Union 
on  Friday,  March  22, 

Much  of  the  Russian  poet's 
kvork  has  been  translated  into 
English.  "From  Desire  to  Desire," 
a  book  of  love  poems,  provides  a 
somewhat  different 'feel  from  ihc 
traditional  American  view  of  love 
poems.  This  is  not  a  collecb'on  of 
mushy,  sickeningly  sweet  verses 
o(  admiration,  nor  is  it  a  group  of 
depressing  lines  of  woe. 

Instead,  Yevtushcnko  takes  a 
much  differani  approach  lo  writ- 
ing love  poetry.  He  writes  of  Ihe 
disillusionment  of  youth  as  part 
of  the  discovery  process  in  love 
and  life.  He  ivrites  of  belonging 
lo  one  \voman  ivhile  trying  to 
make  himself  belong  to  others. 
He  compares  love  to  a  fire:  il 
starts  as  a  raging  flame  and  ends 
in  a  pile  of  burnt  out  ash. 

In  this  collection  of  love 
poems,  he  gives  many  views  of 
love  from  Ihegood  times  of  youth- 


ful illusions  lo  the  heartbreaking 
times  as  death  looms  near. 

The  most  surprising  aspect 
about  Yevtushenko's  work  is  that 
it  translated  into  English  so  elo- 
quently There  was  little  or  no 
cultural  confusion  within  the 
poems,  as  is  often  the  case  when 
reading  work  from  other  places 
and  times.  There  was  an  absence 
of  the  awkwardness  commonly 
present  in  many  translated 
works.  Although  many  of  Ihe 
poems  were  written  many  years 
ago,  they  still  had  relevancy. 

Yevlushenko's  poelry  has 
the  timeless  quality  of  being  true 
without  pomp  or  circumstance,  II 
is  not  sugar-coated  or  falsified.  II
